Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: It appears that applicant's arguments that "a network, separate from 
each of the one or more communication links that couple the storage domain to the host domainthat couples the 
plurality of primary storage devices to the secondary storage device to permit one of the primary storage devices to 
access the secondary storage device through the network without using any of the one or more communication links 
that couple the storage domain to the host domain" and "automatically establishing a first connection through a network 
between a first primary storage element and the secondary storage element" overcome the Tamer reference. Further 
review of the reference is necessited by the examiner. No agreement was reached that Bergsten does not support 
Examiner's position that " a single backup controller capable of backing up data stored from first and second 
heterogeneous computers" is well know in the art . 
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
